BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 5.—De­ 
claring that enforcement of the cor­ 
rupt practices act is a state matter 
and not one to be governed by the 
democratic party, except where there 
is the contest of a nomination, Judge 
R. B. Evins, chairman of the demo­ 
cratic executive committee, today re­ 
sponded to a letter from Hugo L. 
Black, candidate for the United States 
senate, in which the latter charged L. 
B .Musgrove, John H. Bankhead and 
Thomas E. Kilby have been guilty of 
violating these statutes. 
Judge Evins, in addition, forward­ 
ed copies of Mr. Black’s charges to 
the three candidates, along with cop­ 
ies of his reply to the Birmingham 
candidate. 
The letter from the chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee 
sets, out that the corrupt practice act 
limits the expenidtures of the candi­ 
dates for the senate to $10,000 and 
that no disbursements in the promo­ 
tion of the relative candidacies of the 
senate aspirants can be made lawful­ 
ly, except by legally appointed com­ 
mittees. 
However, Judge Evins expresses 
the opinion that statute is calculated 
to prohibit the disbursement of mon­ 
ey and not the publication of litera­ 
ture. 
After pointing out that the 
committee has no injunctive powers, 
or criminal jurisdiction, Judge Evins 
closed by stating that if Mr. Black 
believes the committee has more ex­ 
tensive powers, to make them known.

Advocating $82,000,009 
for 
new 
highways in Alabama for the next 
four years Andrew G. Patterson, Mor­ 
gan County candidate for governor, 
today entered Lauderdale and Lime­ 
stone counties. 
Mr. Patterson made 
a similar talk In Pickens county on 
Thursday. 
Mr. Patterson, here Friday 
night 
for a brief conference with friends, 
talked of the situation over the state 
in encouraging terms and found that 
the situation at home is all that can 
be asked. Patterson hackers estimat­ 
ed that his home county will give him 
the largest majority that has ever 
been rolled up in this county for a 
home candidate. Delegations from va­ 
rious county sections met here with 
the Albany-Decatur representation to 
greet the Morgan candidate. 
With the issue clearly drawn be­ 
tween Patterson and McDowell 
and 
the subject of Alabama’s road future 
standing paramount in the guberna­ 
torial fight, Mr. Patterson 
outlined

The Gadsden Times-News, which newspaper recently 
announced its decision to support the candidacy of A. G. 
Patterson tew governor, can see no reason why Alabama 
should “contribute” about a million and half dollars in 
taxes to the railroads of this state each year and makes 
a remarkably clear explanation of the position of Mr. 
Patterson on this important issue. 
The Gadsden paper assert**. 
It hardly seems reasonable that Alabama should be 
actually contributing to the cost of maintaining the 
governments of the other Southern states, but this is 
actually the ease. 
For the past six years this state has been appar­ 
ently taking $1,500,000 per annum from its own cof­ 
fers and putting this amount into the treasuries of 
the other nine Southern states east of the Mississippi. 
A new law was passed by Congress in 1920 under 
which the railroads are assured of a net income of 
5.75 per cent on the fair value of their property, and 
all taxes are chargeable to operating expenses. 
The rates of the railroads are made on a common 
level over large territories, embracing a number of 
atetes. AU oi the Southern States east of the Mis­ 
sissippi are now in one rate-making group.
